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Elizabethtown  in  Our  Lives 


Having  moved  more  than  a dozen  times  during  his 

marriage,  Kent  Replogle  '59  laughingly  refers  to  himself 
and  wife  Gail  as  “the  wanderers.”  In  1998,  as  the  couple  pon- 
dered  where  to  spend  their  retirement,  a visit  with  his  former 
Elizabethtown  College  classmates  convinced  them  to  return 
to  central  Pennsylvania.  Reflecting  on  that  decision,  Replogle 
said  he  isn’t  surprised  hy  it.  “After  all,  you  always  return 
home,”  he  explains. 

In  the  fall  of  1955,  Replogle  arrived  at  Elizabethtown 
College  to  begin  his  first  year  of  classes.  Having  grown  up  in 
the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  he  had  chosen  the  College  in  part 
because  of  its  connection  with  the  church  and  in  part  because 
he  believed  that  a school  of  Elizabethtown’s  size  offered  him  the 
best  opportunity  to  participate  in  collegiate  athletics. 

That  year — within  what  Replogle  remembers  as  the 
“paper-thin  walls  of  the  Barracks” — he  developed  close  friend- 
ships with  five  other  first-year  students:  Ken  Bowers  ’59,  Jerry 
Garland  ’59,  Terry  Bush  ’59,  Don  Slonaker  ’59  and  Jack 
Hedrick  ’59.  Together,  they  studied  and  enjoyed  athletics, 
either  as  participants  or  as  spectators. 

Upon  graduation,  his  classmates  remained  firmly  rooted 
in  the  Elizabethtown  area,  some  even  working  for  the  College. 
Replogle,  on  the  other  hand,  started  a career  in  broadcast 
communications  and  moved  semi-nomadically  from  television 
station  to  television  station  through  a series  of  increasingly 
responsible  positions.  No  matter  how  far  he  traveled,  though, 
Replogle ’s  connection  with  Elizabethtown  and  his  College 
friendships  remained  strong.  “We  always  came  back  to  keep 
the  relationships  going,”  he  recalls. 

According  to  Replogle,  he  and  his  classmates  continue 
today  to  remain  active  Elizabethtown  supporters.  “Elizabeth- 
town created  a very  significant  foundation  for  me  as  I built 
my  career,”  he  explains,  when  asked  for  the  reason  for  his 


continued  involvement.  “And,  as  you  go  through  life,  you  learn 
that  you  need  to  give  back  to  things  that  have  helped  you.” 

For  Replogle,  his  foundation  is  built  on  the  College’s 
“Educate  for  Service”  motto  — a motto  that  he  says  he  didn’t 
fully  appreciate  until  after  graduation.  “I  didn’t  understand 
how  important  service  is  until  I was  in  graduate  school  and  we 
were  studying  communications  law  and  the  Federal  Communi- 
cations Commission  (FCC),”  he  recalls.  “1  learned  then  that 
an  FCC  license  obligates  a station  to  serve  ‘the  public  interest, 
convenience  and  necessity.’  That  realization  was  really  a 
remarkable  confluence  of  Elizabethtown  College  and  its 
‘Educate  for  Service’  philosophy  within  my  career.  It  was 
reinforced  again  and  again  in  my  professional  life,  as  I found 
that  the  good  stations  always  took  this  service  responsibility  to 
heart  and  actively  looked  for  ways  to  better  their  community.” 

The  memories  of  the  academic  and  athletic  scholarships 
that  enabled  Replogle  to  enroll  at  the  College  led  him  to 
create  a scholarship  at  Elizabethtown  in  1990,  fulfilling  his 
goal  to  give  back  to  Elizabethtown. 

Because  he  believes  in  the  powerful  combination  of 
athletics  and  academics,  his  scholarship  recognizes  students 
who  demonstrate  strong  abilities  in  both  areas.  “What  hap- 
pens in  athletics  at  Elizabethtown — probably  better  than  at 
most  Division  I schools  with  full-scholarship  athletes — is  that 
you  learn  a lot  about  life,”  he  explains.  “For  example,  the  con- 
cept of  teamwork — knowing  what  you  can  accomplish  when 
you  count  on  people  — carries  over  into  real  life.  Also,  there 
are  leadership  skills  that  develop  in  athletics,  which  show  you 
how  to  step  up  and  he  counted.”  With  the  R.  Kent  Replogle 
Award,  this  alumnus  has  created  an  opportunity  for  the  College’s 
current  students  to  experience  the  same  powerful  learning 
that  he  experienced  at  home  at  Elizabethtown  College.

While  generally  positive 
about  the  increase  in  frequency,  survey  results 
pointed  to  dissatisfaction  with  the  new 
format  and  design  problems — small  print 
and  poor  paper  quality — that  compromised 
the  readability  of  the  publication. 

After  listening  to  the  wise  counsel  of 
various  groups  and  individuals  affiliated  with 
the  College,  we  have  decided  to  return  to  a 
traditional  format.  Our  friends  will  continue 
to  receive  a publication  from  the  College 
quarterly,  with  magazines  slated  for  March, 
June  and  September,  and  a formal  report  from 
the  President  in  December.  Additionally,  as 
part  of  this  transition  and  in  an  effort  to  use 
our  resources  most  effectively,  the  College 
is  considering  moving  the  Annual  Report 
of  Gifts  online.

Our 

endowment  of  about 

$50  million  is  the  lowest 

of  the  group,  which 

ranges  as  high  as  $150  million. 

Unlike  most  comparative  benchmarking, 
which  is  used  primarily  to  measure  achievement 
toward  a goal  or  standard,  we  expect  to  go 
beyond  statistics  to  learn  from  these  institutions. 
We  hope  to  develop  historical  case  studies 
of  institutional  development  in  these  eight 
institutions  to  learn  how  they  achieved 
excellence.  We  also  want  to  develop  a series  of 
ongoing  conversations  among  peer  institutional 
officers  about  the  programs,  operations  and 
strategies  these  schools  employ.  We  plan  to 
engage  teams  from  Elizabethtown  with  these 
institutions  on  site  visits  and  to  use  some  of  their 
staff  as  consultants  for  us  on  specific  projects. 
Already,  we  have  engaged  Rita  Bornstein, 
President  Emerita  of  Rollins,  to  lead  this 
year's  winter  board  discussion  of  institutional 
development  at  Elizabethtown  and  to  share 
with  us  her  experience  at  Rollins.  Next  year  Jim 
Appleton,  former  president  at  Redlands,  will 
join  us  for  a similar  session  on  Redlands. 

Most  of  all,  we  want  to  stimulate  a rest- 
lessness for  even  greater  excellence  at  Elizabeth- 
town by  implanting  "aspirant  thinking"  in  all 
that  we  do  here.  This  does  not  mean  that  we 
seek  to  imitate  these  eight  institutions;  rather, 
we  want  to  learn  from  them.  They  can  help 
us  build  the  habit  of  aiming  high,  develop  an 
understanding  of  how  best  we  can  chart  our 
own  course  towards  distinction,  nurture  our 
imagination  for  how  to  advance  Elizabethtown, 
and  claim  a leadership  role  in  higher  education. 
In  this  way,  we  will  extend  our  reach  as  an  insti- 
tution, do  more  for  our  students,  and  model 
the  very  best  in  higher  education  as  inspiration 
for  others. 


Jizabethtown  College  has  achieved  a great  deal 
in  the  last  few  years,  and  our  advances  have 
positioned  us  to  deliver  more  to  our  students 
and  to  take  a leadership  role  in  higher  education. 
For  many  years,  we  have  been  a leader  among 
regional  colleges  in  the  northeast,  but  we  believe 
we  can  now  compete  with  the  best  compre- 
hensive liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  country.  As  a 
step  in  that  direction,  we  have  identified  a new 
set  of  aspirant  institutions  with  whom  we 
compare  ourselves  and  from  whom  we  hope 
to  learn  about  how  to  excel  as  an  institution. 

For  many  years,  we  have  compared  ourselves 
to  a set  of  Pennsylvania  institutions,  some  similar 
to  us  and  others  that  have  achieved  greater 
excellence  than  we  have.  Those  similar  to  us, 
with  whom  we  go  head  to  head  for  students, 
include  Susquehanna,  Juniata,  Moravian, 
Lebanon  Valley,  Albright  and  Lycoming,  and 
we  still  consider  them  peer  institutions  for  insti- 
tutional benchmarking.  We  expect  to  stand  at 
the  top  of  that  group.  The  other  Pennsylvania 
institutions  that  have  stronger  academic 
reputation  and  institutional  financial  position 
include  Franklin  & Marshall,  Gettysburg, 
Dickinson,  Muhlenberg  and  Ursinus.  Those 
institutions  are  significantly  different  from  us 
in  educational  mission  and  character;  where 
they  focus  on  the  historic  liberal  arts,  we 
combine  liberal  and  professional  education. 

It  does  not  make  sense  for  us  to  aspire  to 
excellence  inconsistent  with  our  comprehensive 
mission,  and  we  also  think  that  we  should 
play  on  a national  playing  field,  not  just 
Pennsylvania  turf. 

We  have  therefore  established  a new  set  of 
benchmark  institutions  we  call  "aspirants."  All 
are  colleges  that  have  excelled  in  combining 
liberal  and  professional  education,  and  they  all 
have  national  reputations  for  educational  excel- 
lence. They  include  Stonehill  (Massachusetts), 

Elon  (North  Carolina),  Rollins  (Florida),  John 
Carroll  (Ohio),  Valparaiso  (Indiana),  Calvin 
(Michigan),  Drake  (Iowa),  and  Redlands 
(California).  While  they  are  similar  in  educational 
mission  and  institutional  excellence,  these  insti- 
tutions also  display  some  differences  that  we 
can  use  to  think  about  new  ways  to  excel.  For 
example,  they  range  in  size  from  fewer  than 
1,800  students  to  more  than  4,000,  and  their 
average  SATs  range  from  1100-1200,  with 
Elizabethtown  on  the  lower  end  of  those  scales. 
Financially,  our  comprehensive  fee  is  the  second

A Tribute  to  a Community  Builder: 

Anne  Brossman  Sweigart 


Reflecting  on  Anne  Brossman 
. Sweigart’s  lifetime  of  service, 
College  President  Theodore  Long  called 
her  a Lancaster  County  treasure.  “She  has 
contributed  to  some  of  the  most  critical 
things  for  our  future.  She’s  invested  in 
young  adults,  the  arts,  education,  and 
helping  people  up  when  they’re  down,” 
he  said.  “That’s  not  just  philanthropy. 
That’s  community  building.”  As  longtime 
president,  chief  executive  officer  and 
chairman  of  D&E  Communications,  Inc., 
Anne  Brossman  Sweigart  grew  the 
company  from  a small-town  business  into 
a regional  telecommunications  giant.  As 
a community  leader,  Sweigart  set  an 
inspiring  standard  for  service  and  philan- 
thropy. On  February  1,  2007,  this  treasure 
passed  away  at  the  age  of  92. 

Founded  by  Sweigart’s  father  in  1911 
as  the  Denver  & Ephrata  Telephone  & 
Telegraph  Company,  D&E  Communi- 
cations is  an  integrated  communications 
provider  that  supplies  telephone  and  data 
access  services  to  more  than  175,000  lines 
in  central  Pennsylvania.  At  the  age  of  9, 


Sweigart  took  her  first  job  at  the  firm, 
delivering  telephone  directories  to  cus- 
tomers. By  the  age  of  16,  she  learned  to 
operate  the  company’s  switchboard, 
working  weekends  and  holidays.  After 
graduating  from  Rider  University  in  1934 
and  working  for  a short  time  at  another 
local  firm,  she  returned  to  her  family’s 
business  in  1936  as  a switchboard 
operator.  Over  the  next  seven  decades, 
Sweigart  was  promoted  through  a series 
of  increasingly  responsible  positions  until 
becoming  chairman,  president  and  chief 
executive  officer  in  1985.  Over  those 
years,  she  helped  lead  the  company 
through  a remarkable  evolution  in  the 
telecommunications  industry,  from  analog 
phone  service  and  party  lines,  to  fiber 
optics  and  high-speed  data  transmission. 
Upon  her  retirement  in  2004,  the 
company  employed  about  725  men  and 
women  and  generated  about  $173  million 
in  annual  revenue. 

Sweigart — who  had  served  as  a 
College  trustee  since  1986  and  was 
awarded  an  honorary  degree  in  2000  — 


had  contributed  significantly  to  Elizabeth- 
town College  through  her  sage  advice 
and  generous  financial  support  of  aca- 
demic and  co-curricular  programs. 

Thanks  in  part  to  a naming  gift  from 
the  William  and  Jemima  Brossman 
Charitable  Foundation — a charitable 
entity  founded  by  Sweigart’s  family  that 
she  oversaw — the  College  was  able 
to  construct  Brossman  Commons,  a 
$ 12-million  expansion  of  the  student 
facilities  that  conjoined  the  Baugher 
Student  Center  and  The  Annenberg 
Center.  The  project  added  several 
thousand  square  feet  of  new  meeting 
areas,  office  space  and  space  for  student 
services,  including  the  Jay’s  Nest,  the 
Marketplace,  the  Blue  Bean  Cafe, 
the  College  Store,  the  Campus  mailroom, 
the  concourse,  the  Student  Activities 
Center,  and  the  Event  Space.  This 
area  has  served  as  the  focus  of  student 
co-curricular  life  since  opening  in  2002. 

In  addition  to  her  involvement  with 
Elizabethtown  College,  Sweigart  was  a 
member  of  the  boards  of  the  Ephrata 
Community  Hospital,  Linden  Hall 
School  for  Girls,  and  Hamilton  Bank. 

She  also  supported  the  Pennsylvania 
Academy  of  Arts,  the  Ephrata  Area 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Partners  for 
Healthier  Tomorrows,  the  Pennsylvania 
Telephone  Association,  the  Ephrata  Area 
Rehabilitation  Services,  the  Boy  Scouts 
of  America,  Lebanon  Valley  College, 
Soroptomist  International  of  Ephrata, 
Women’s  Club  of  Ephrata,  the  American 
Legion  Auxiliary,  and  the  Guy  K.  Bard 
Educational  Fund. 
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Hoover  Center 
Opens  for  Business 

On  September  14,  several  hundred 
people  celebrated  the  dedication  of 
Elizabethtown  College’s  newest  academic 
building,  the  $5.2  million  James  B. 
Hoover  Center  for  Business. 

The  building — which  opened  on 
schedule  and  under  budget  at  the  start  of 
the  academic  year — houses  the  College’s 
Department  of  Business,  the  S.  Dale 
High  Center  for  Family  Business,  and 
the  Edward  R.  Murphy  Center  for 
Continuing  Education  and  Distance 
Learning.  The  dedication  recognized 
individuals,  foundations  and  businesses 
that  helped  make  this  important  project 
a reality  for  Elizabethtown  College, 
including  College  Trustee  James 
Shreiner  ’73,  chair  of  the  Hoover  Center 
campaign,  for  his  leadership  of  the 
volunteer-driven  effort.  Highlighting 
the  evening  were  the  remarks  of  James 
Hoover  ’75,  S.  Dale  High  ’63,  and 
Edward  Murphy. 

The  30,000-square-foot  center  pro- 
vides a dynamic  learning  environment 
for  the  College’s  perennially  strong 
Department  of  Business.  The  academic 
space — which  features  tiered  classrooms 
equipped  with  state-of-the-art  projection 
equipment  and  data  ports: — is  designed 
to  create  an  ideal  space  for  faculty- 
student  interaction,  a hallmark  of  an 
Elizabethtown  College  education.  The 
building  includes  a resource  room  for 
faculty-student  collaboration  and  a 
location  for  the  Volunteer  Income  Tax 
Assistance  (VITA)  program,  through 
which  the  College’s  students  provide 
free  income  tax  return  preparation 
assistance  to  local  residents  with  limited 
means.  In  addition,  dedicated  space  has 
been  created  for  a new  Center  for 
Entrepreneursh  ip . 

Situated  as  bookends  to  the  class- 
room space,  the  Edward  R.  Murphy 
Center  for  Continuing  Education  and 
Distance  Learning  and  the  S.  Dale  High 
Center  for  Family  Business  also  are 
housed  in  the  building.  These  centers 
provide  a home  to  the  College’s  ever- 
growing outreach  to  adult  learners  and 
its  nationally  known  support  network  for 
regional  family  businesses,  respectively.

According  to  Elizabethtown  College

As  the  2006  Ernest  W.  Lefever  ’42  Visiting 
Fellow  in  Ethics  and  Culture,  Jean  Bethke 
Elshtain  — shown  to  the  right  during  a classroom 
discussion — presented  a series  of  lectures  that 
asked  the  College  community  to  more  clearly 
explore  the  connections  between  political  and 
ethical  convictions,  especially  regarding  the  issue 
of  just  war  as  it  applies  to  the  conflict  in  Iraq. 

Elshtain  is  an  award-winning  author  and  the  Laura 
Spelman  Rockefeller  Professor  of  Social  and 
Political  Ethics  at  The  University  of  Chicago. 

Questioning  the  inevitability  and  biological 
basis  of  war,  Andrew  Murray — founder  and 
director  of  the  Baker  Institute  for  Peace  and 
Conflict  Studies — presented  a series  of  lectures 
as  the  first  Peace  Fellow  to  be  sponsored  by  the 
Elizabethtown  College  Alumni  Peace  Fellowship. 

“I  have  come  to  believe  that  one  of  the  greatest 
impediments  to  building  a culture  of  peace  is  the 
widely  held  belief  that  war  is  a given  . . . that  in  the 
end  a permanent  robust  peace  is  not  within  human 
grasp  but  is  rather  the  idealistic  dream  of  mystics 
and  children,”  he  said  during  an  afternoon  lecture 
held  at  Leffler  Chapel  and  Performance  Center 
(shown  to  the  left). 


College  Named 
to  Presidential 
Community  Service 
Honor  Roll 

Elizabethtown  College  was  one  of  only 
500  colleges  and  universities  nation- 
wide to  be  named  to  the  Presidential 
Higher  Education  Community  Service 
Honor  Roll. 

According  to  Elizabethtown  College’s 
Director  of  the  Center  for  Global  Citizen- 
ship R.  William  Ayres,  this  honor  is 
an  acknowledgment  that  “Educate  for 
Service”  is  not  simply  a marketing  slogan 
for  the  College.  “Being  named  to  the 
Honor  Roll  is  a recognition  of  the 
tremendous  amount  of  work  done  by 
our  students,  staff  and  faculty,  and  the 
enormous  impact  they  have  on  the  com- 
munity around  us,”  says  Ayres.

The  Honor  Roll  promotes  outstanding 
community  service  by  institutions  of 
higher  education  and  their  students  across 
the  country.  Begun  in  2006,  the  program 
is  co-sponsored  by  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Education,  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  the 
USA  Freedom  Corps  and  the  President’s 
Council  on  Service  and  Civic  Participation.

Through  innovative  approaches, 
service  continues  to  he  an  increas- 
ingly important  part  of  an  Elizabethtown 
College  education. 

Introducing  new  students  to  the 
College’s  Educate  for  Service  motto, 

Jill  Bartoli  and  Vivian  Bergel — both 
associate  professors  of  social  work — 
integrated  service  into  a variety  of  courses 
and  majors.  This  year,  in  Bartoli’s  first-year 
seminar  titled  “Democracy,  Diversity 
and  the  Welfare  of  Urban  Families,” 
students  coordinated  a Community  Unity 
Day  at  Harrisburg’s  Steele  School  as  part 
of  1 5 hours  of  required  urban  service- 
learning.  The  program  featured  games, 
arts  and  crafts,  a community  survey,  a 
school  yard  sale,  a cooking  and  baking 
contest,  and  musical  performances.  Once 
a week  during  the  semester,  students  also 
traveled  to  the  school  to  mentor  eighth- 
grade  students  and  work  with  community 
members  to  learn  about  critical  issues 
important  to  urban  families.

Andrew  W.  Mellon

With  the  assistance  of  a generous 

grant  from  the  Andrew  W.  Mellon 
Foundation,  Elizabethtown  College  is 
strengthening  its  commitment  to  interna- 
tional and  cross-cultural  understanding 
though  the  development  of  a signature 
model  for  global  education.  The  grant 
also  supports  a program  of  faculty  devel- 
opment in  pedagogy  and  scholarship 
related  to  international  study.

Scholars  in  Service  to  Pennsylvania 
is  a program  that  engages  Pennsylvania 
college  students  in  volunteerism  and 
community  service.  Scholars  who 
successfully  complete  450  hours  of 
service  in  one  calendar  year  will  receive 
an  AmeriCorps  Education  award  of 
$1,250.  During  their  participation,  the 
students  receive  leadership  and  organiza- 
tional training  and  support  from  the 
College’s  Office  of  Service-Learning  and 
Civic  Programs.  In  order  to  best  facilitate 
their  learning,  these  students  also  partic- 
ipate in  reflective  activities.

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Blue  Jays  Rebuild  Homes,  Find  Hope  in  D'Iberville 


In  January,  a group  of  Elizabethtown 
College  students,  alumni,  faculty  and 
staff  experienced  a powerful  lesson  in 
giving  and  receiving  during  a service- 
learning  trip  to  an  area  still  recovering 
from  Hurricane  Katrina.  Organized 
through  a partnership  of  the  Office  of 
Service-Learning  and  the  nonprofit 
Lend-A-Hand,  the  service  experience  in 
D’Iberville,  Miss.,  was  financed  through 
contributions  from  the  participants  and 
the  College. 

During  the  nine-day  trip,  the  group 
helped  15  homeowners  by  repairing 
damage  from  the  2005  hurricane.  For 
most  of  the  group,  each  day  consisted 
of  eight  hours  of  hard  labor — replacing 
roofs,  hanging  and  finishing  drywall, 
painting  walls,  repairing  water  damage 
to  supports,  and  installing  sewer  pipes. 
Some  participants  assisted  the  D’Iberville 
Volunteers  Foundation  with  administra- 
tive needs. 

This  trip  was  an  eye-opening  experi- 
ence for  sophomore  biology/pre-med 
major  Erika  Belletti,  the  student  leader 
for  the  trip.  “I  definitely  was  under  a mis- 
conception about  the  living  conditions 
in  the  area.  For  many  houses,  only  the 
cement  platform  remains,”  remembers 
Belletti.  “Given  these  conditions,  I didn’t 
expect  to  see  much  hope.  But,  there  was 
a lot  of  it  ...  everywhere.  The  experience 
was  amazing.”  Expecting  nothing  in 
return  for  her  efforts,  Belletti  says  that  she 
was  surprised  to  receive  a wealth  of  grati- 
tude and  emotional  and  physical  support 
“from  people  who  had  nothing  to  give.” 

Alumna  Pat  Darcy  Donaldson  says 
that  she  “selfishly”  volunteered  for  the 
trip  after  seeing  her  husband’s  euphoria 
following  several  Habitat  for  Humanity 
trips  to  the  region.  As  a leukemia  sur- 
vivor and  trustee  of  the  Leukemia  and 
Lymphoma  Society,  Pat  often  has  volun- 
teered in  support  of  a cure.  In  traveling  to 
D’Iberville,  though,  she  was  looking  for  a 
different  type  of  service  experience — one 
through  which  she  could  serve  those  who 
had  survived  a tragedy,  instead  of  those 
who  were  currently  living  through  one. 

“Five  years  ago,  1 was  a person  who 
couldn’t  even  walk  by  myself.  Now,  I am 
serving  people  not  only  emotionally,  but 


physically,”  she  explains.  “It  would  have 
been  easy  to  write  a check,  but  instead  I 
gave  nine  days  of  my  life,  spent  four  days 
on  a bus,  slept  in  a tent,  and  actually 
[physically]  did  something  for  someone 
else.  All  it  took  was  the  time  and  the 
heart  to  do  it.” 

Both  women  said  that  they  would 
return  to  the  area  if  given  the  opportunity.

"A  Vision  for  Hinduism:  Beyond  Hindu  Nationalism" 

Jeffery  Long,  Department  Chair  and  Associate  Professor  of  Religious  Studies 
Currently,  two  radically  different  ideologies  are  competing  for  the  loyalties  of  the  Hindu  community.  One  of  these 
ideologies,  Hindu  nationalism,  conceives  of  Hindu-ness  as  co-extensive  with  Indian-ness.  The  other  ideology,  which 
has  been  articulated  hy  figures  such  as  Sri  Ramakrishna  and  Mahatma  Gandhi,  represents  Hinduism  as  the  “eternal” 
or  “universal”  religion.  This  latter  is  an  idea  of  Hinduism  that  is  pluralistic  and  all-inclusive.  Arguing  that  Hindu 
nationalism  is  both  destructive  and  prevents  Hinduism  from  emerging  as  a world  religion  in  the  truest  sense,  Jeffery 
Long  explores  a reconfigured  version  of  the  second  of  these  two  ideologies.  He  presents  a vision  of  Hinduism  as  a 
tradition  capable  of  pointing  the  way  to  a future  in  which  all  the  world’s  religions  manifest  complementary  visions 
of  a larger  reality — and  in  which  they  all,  in  various  ways,  participate.  This  book  is  published  by  I.B.  Tauris. 


"Billy  Graham  and  the  Beloved  Community:  America's  Evangelist  and  the  Dream  of  Martin  Luther  King  Jr." 
Michael  Long,  Assistant  Professor  of  Religious  Studies 

This  book  is  the  first  detailed  analysis  of  Graham’s  social  thought  during  one  of  the  most  volatile  periods  of  American 
history,  the  King  years  (1955-1968).  Using  previously  unpublished  documents,  Michael  Long  argues  that  although  the 
popular  evangelist  occasionally  supported  King’s  mission  to  save  America,  he  largely  opposed  King’s  vision  of  “the 
beloved  community”  and  his  tactics  of  civil  disobedience.  The  book  also  offers  the  controversial  claim  that  because 
Graham  allowed  his  political  allegiances  to  trump  his  biblical  Christianity,  he  never  dreamed  of  nor  worked  for  a world 
marked  by  lasting  racial  reconciliation,  economic  justice  and  peace.  The  book  is  published  by  Palgrave  Macmillan. 


"Horse-and-Buggy  Mennonites:  Hoofbeats  of  Humility  in  a Postmodern  World" 

Donald  Kraybill,  Distinguished  Professor  and  Senior  Fellow,  Elizabethtown  College,  and  James  Hurd,  Chair  of  the 
Department  of  Anthropology  and  Sociology,  Bethel  University 

Based  on  more  than  a decade  of  research  of  Old  Order  Mennonite  communities,  Donald  Kraybill  and  James  Hurd 
coauthored  this  first-of-a-kind  study  of  the  horse-and-buggy-driving  Wenger  Mennonites.  The  Wenger  Mennonites — 
named  for  their  first  bishop  Joseph  Wenger — formed  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  in  1927  when  the  Old  Order 
Mennonite  community  divided  over  the  ownership  of  automobiles.  Although  many  Mennonite  groups  in  North 
America  have  assimilated  into  mainstream  culture,  the  Wenger  Mennonites  still  use  horse-and-buggy  transportation 
and  speak  the  Pennsylvania  German  dialect  of  their  ancestors.  Using  cultural  analysis,  Kraybill  and  Hurd  demonstrate 
that  the  Wengers — knowing  that  it  is  impossible  to  maintain  a truly  static  culture — have  cautiously  and  incremen- 
tally adapted  to  the  ever-changing  world  around  them.  This  invaluable  case  study  of  the  gradual  evolution  of  religious  ritual  in  the  face 
of  modernity  was  published  by  The  Pennsylvania  State  University  Press.  “Hoofbeats  of  Humility  in  a Postmodern  World”  is  the  official 
2006  book  of  the  Pennsylvania  German  Society. 
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Reading  a Record  in  "Charlotte's  Web" 


Traditionally,  Reading  Day  is  a break  during  finals  week.  It’s  a quiet  day  of  preparing  for 
much-deserved  rest,  and  a time  for  finding  a bit  of  stress  relief. 

During  the  fall  semester,  it  also  possibly  was  a day  for  the  record  books.  Joining  more 
than  half  a million  people  in  28  countries  around  the  world,  a few  dozen  students 
and  College  faculty  and  staff  simultaneously  read  a passage  from  chapter  five 
of  “Charlotte’s  Web”  around  the  High  Library’s  new  fireplace 
on  Reading  Day,  which  was  December  13,  2006.  According 
to  Director  of  the  High  Library  BethAnn  Zambella,  this  short 
time-out  was  much  more  than  a stress-reliever  for  those 
involved.  “It  also  reminds  students  of  the  value  of  what  they 
read  earlier  in  their  lives,”  she  says.

Additionally,  his  insight  on  a variety  of 
topics  about  the  Amish  community  was 
featured  in  a number  of  publications 
nationwide,  including  national  stories 
on  an  Amish  lawsuit  against  the  gov- 
ernment and  about  his  book  titled 
“Horse-and-Buggy  Mennonites: 
Hoofbeats  of  Humility  in  a Postmodern 
World.”  Kraybill  presented  a series  of 
lectures  on  the  Amish  at  the  Young 
Center,  a lecture  at  Bridgewater 
College  titled  “Culture  Clash:  Amish 
Conflicts  with  the  State,”  and  another 
lecture  at  Dickinson  College  titled 
“The  Plain  People  of  Pennsylvania.”

A$1  million  grant  received 
. December  8 from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
jump-started  Elizabethtown 
College’s  new  campaign  to  raise 
funding  to  improve  its  athletic 
facilities.  The  funds  from  the 
state’s  Redevelopment  Assistance 
Capital  Program  (RACP),  awarded 
through  the  Borough  of  Elizabeth- 
town, will  kick  off  an  estimated 
$3-million  project  to  enhance  the 
Thompson  Gymnasium  athletic 
complex.  The  project — which 
will  begin  in  April — includes  the 
renovation  of  the  pool  and  the 
construction  of  a 13,000-square- 
foot  addition  for  student  classes, 
varsity  and  intramural  sports  activities,  coaches’  offices,  a com- 
mons area  and  a Hall  of  Fame. 

The  enhanced  facility  also  will  support  community  activities, 
like  swimming  lessons  and  summer  camps,  and  will  provide 
meeting  space  for  community  groups,  tournament  locations  for 
basketball  and  wrestling,  and  room  for  high  school  commence- 
ment activities.  Every  year,  Elizabethtown’s  facilities  are  used  by 
14,000  people — including  students,  varsity  and  intramural  sports 
teams,  faculty  and  staff,  members  of  the  community,  and  groups 
visiting  campus — who  will  benefit  from  the  enhancements. 

Over  the  past  few  years,  the  College  has  made  major  invest- 
ments in  improving  academic  and  student-centered  space  on 
campus.  With  the  expected  completion  of  the  $40-million 


To  Serve  Tomorrow  campaign  that  created  two  new  academic 
buildings  (the  James  B.  Hoover  Center  for  Business  and  the 
Masters  Center  for  Science,  Mathematics  and  Engineering), 
enhanced  the  Student  Center,  and  created  new  programs,  the 
College  now  looks  to  improve  its  athletic  facilities. 

Athletics — both  varsity  and  intramural  teams — play  an 
integral  role  in  the  education  of  Elizabethtown  College  students. 
More  than  68  percent  of  students  participate  in  intramural  sports 
and  2 1 percent  participate  in  varsity  athletics.  When  Thompson 
Gymnasium  was  built  in  the  early  1970s,  it  supported  12  athletic 
teams.  Today,  the  facility  supports  20  NCAA  Division  III  athletic 
teams,  coaches,  faculty  members,  numerous  intramural  sports  and 
student  activities.

Blue  Jay  coaches  reached  personal  and 
program  milestones,  while  others  were 
recognized  for  coaching  excellence  in  the 
first  half  of  the  2006-2007  academic  year. 

For  Volleyball  Head  Coach  Randall 
Kreider,  Basketball  Head  Coach  Yvonne 
“Yonnie”  Kauffman  and  Men’s  Soccer 
Coach  Arthur  “Skip”  Roderick  ’74

coaching  is  about  helping  players  become 
better  athletes  and  learn  skills  that  will 
prepare  them  for  the  career  in  which  they 
eventually  will  “go  pro.”  As  the  athletes 
have  success,  so  too  do  the  coaches.  For 
Kreider  and  Roderick,  this  success  was 
marked  as  the  coaches  reached  personal 
milestones  of  100  and  400  career  wins, 
respectively.  Roderick  is  only  the  ninth 
men’s  soccer  coach  in  the  NCAA  to  reach 
this  mark.  On  January  6,  Kauffman  and 
the  women’s  basketball  team  celebrated 
a program  milestone  as  the  Blue  Jays 
became  the  first  NCAA  Division  III 
women’s  basketball  program  to  amass  900 
all-time  victories. 

Reflective  of  the  overall  success  of 
the  fall  2006  sports  season,  five  Blue  Jay 
coaches  also  recently  were  named  confer- 
ence coach  of  the  year.  For  the  Middle 
Atlantic  Conference,  Chris  Straub  was 
named  the  coach  of  the  year  for  men’s 
cross  country.  In  the  Commonwealth 
Conference,  the  following  coaches  were 
named  coach  of  the  year  for  their  sports: 
Barry  Dohner  ’83,  women’s  soccer;  Matt 
Helsel,  women’s  tennis;  Randall  Kreider, 
volleyball;  and  Sharon  Sweger,  field  hockey. 
Additionally,  Dohner  was  named  the 
National  Soccer  Coaches  Association  of 
America  All-Mid-Atlantic  Region  coach 
of  the  year.

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2006  FaSI  Sports  in  Review

Elizabethtown  College  athletics  experienced  an  unprecedented 
level  of  across-the-board  success  during  the  fall  2006  season. 
The  men’s  cross  country  team  and  men’s  and  women’s  soccer 
teams  won  conference  titles,  while  the  women’s  cross  country 
team,  women’s  tennis  team  and  the  volleyball  team  were  confer- 
ence runners-up.  The  field  hockey  team  and  men’s  and  women’s 
soccer  teams  competed  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  tournament, 
and  the  women’s  cross  country  team  and  one  member  of  the 
men’s  cross  county  team  competed  in  the  NCAA  Division  III 
national  championship. 

At  the  season’s  close,  the  women’s  cross  country  team  fin- 
ished 31st  in  the  nation.  The  women’s  soccer  team  reached  the 
NCAA  tournament  “Sweet  Sixteen”  and  finished  the  season 
ranked  18th  in  the  country.  Meanwhile,  the  field  hockey  team 
reached  the  NCAA  tournament  second  round  and  finished  the 
season  ranked  15  th  in  the  country.  Through  fall  2006,  the  Blue 
Jay  athletics  program  was  ranked  14th  in  the  country  in  the  U.S. 
Sports  Academy  Directors’  Cup  standings  for  NCAA  Division  III. 


Mideast  Regional  Championships  and  second  out  of  14  teams  at 
the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  Championships.  Erin  Fisher  ’08 
became  Elizabethtown’s  first  MAC  individual  champion,  besting 
more  than  130  runners  at  the  MAC  Championships.  She  and 
Tiffany  Kulp  ’09,  who  finished  eighth  at  the  championships, 
earned  All-MAC  First  Team  status.  Three  more  Blue  Jays — Tara 
Fagan  ’07,  Allison  Rahtes  ’09  and  Erin  Deihl  ’07 — earned  spots 
on  the  All-MAC  Second  Team.  Deihl  is  the  only  athlete  in  the 
program’s  history  to  earn  the  All-MAC  honors  in  each  of  the 
four  years  of  her  collegiate  career.  At  the  Mideast  Regionals, 
Fisher  and  Kulp  earned  all-region  honors  by  placing  fifth  and 
30th,  respectively,  out  of  281  finishers.  At  the  NCAA 
Championships,  Fisher  was  E-town’s  top  finisher,  placing  67th 
out  of  279  runners.  Fagan  was  named  the  Middle  Atlantic  States 
Collegiate  Athletic  Corporation  (MASCAC)  Scholar-Athlete 
for  women’s  cross  country. 


Men's  Cross  Country 

The  men’s  cross  country  team  won  a College-record  eighth 
consecutive  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  title  to  highlight  its 

2006  season.  At  the 
NCAA  Division  III 
Mideast  Regional 
Championships,  the  Blue 
Jays  placed  sixth  out  of 
39  scoring  teams  and 
Patrick  Donovan  ’07 
qualified  to  compete  at 
the  NCAA  Division  III 
Championship  meet,  at 
which  he  finished  95  th 
out  of  279  runners. 
Donovan  and  Brandon 
Bear  ’09 — who  placed 
eighth  and  29th,  respec- 
tively, out  of  268  runners 
at  the  Mideast  Regionals 
— earned  spots  on  the 
All-Mideast  Region  Team. 
Donovan  and  Jason  Theobald  ’07  earned  spots  on  the  All-MAC 
First  Team  by  finishing  fourth  and  sixth,  respectively,  at  the  MAC 
Championships.  Two  more  runners,  Bear  and  Dave  Bresnahan  ’07, 
were  All-MAC  Second  Team  honorees  by  placing  11th  and  13th, 
respectively,  out  of  140  runners  at  the  MAC  Championships.  In 
another  season  highlight,  Elizabethtown  topped  Messiah  and 
Dickinson  to  win  the  Capital  City  Classic.

Women's  Cross  Country 

The  women’s  cross  country  team  competed  at  the  NCAA 
Division  III  Championship  Meet  for  the  second  time  in  three 
years,  finishing  31st  in  the  nation.  The  Blue  Jays  also  finished 
fourth  out  of  41  scoring  teams  at  the  NCAA  Division  III 


Field  Hockey 

The  field  hockey  team  earned  a spot  in  the  NCAA  Division  III 
tournament  for  the  first  time  since  1988  and  won  an  NCAA 
tournament  game  for  the  first  time  since  1987.  The  Blue  Jays 
tore  through  the  regular  season  with  a 15-4  record  and  a 5-2 
mark  in  a Commonwealth  Conference.  When  the  team  fell  in 
the  first  round  of  the  conference  playoffs,  it  looked  like  the  sea- 
son was  over.  However,  the  team  received  an  at-large  NCAA 
tournament  berth  and  defeated  Lynchburg  College  1-0  at  home 
in  the  first  round  before  bowing  out  in  the  second.  Four  players 
earned  spots  on  the  All-Commonwealth  Conference  teams,  with 
midfielder  Laura  Rinck  ’07  named  to  the  first  team,  and  forward 
Megan  Angstadt  ’09,  midfielder  Brandy  Spriggle  ’07  and  defender 
Jenna  Mastromarino  ’07  named  to  the  second  team.  Rinck  also 
was  selected  to  play  in  the  national  senior  all-star  game  for 
NCAA  Division  III.  During  the  season,  Angstadt  was  named 
conference  Player  of  the  Week,  while  goaltender  Kristen 
Callaghan  ’07  was  named  conference  Defender/Goaltender  of 
the  Week.  Not  only  was  the  team  ranked  15th  in  the  nation,  but 
Callaghan  and  Rinck 
also  were  nationally 
ranked  in  NCAA 
statistical  categories 
for  the  season.

Golf 

A record-breaking  performance  highlighted  the  golf  team’s  fall 
campaign.  At  the  Franklin  &.  Marshall  Invitational,  Bob  Pyrz  ’07 
scored  69,  breaking  the  old  College  record  for  the  lowest  round 
score  previously  set  at  70  by  Ben  Smith  ’98.  The  Blue  Jays  placed 
fourth  out  of  1 5 teams  at  the  Invitational.  The  team’s  season  will 
resume  in  March. 
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On  October  31,  the  men's  soccer  team  upset  reigning  national 
champion  Messiah  to  give  Head  Coach  Skip  Roderick  '74  his  400th 
career  win  and  earn  a shot  at  the  conference  championship. 

Men's  Soccer 

A young  men’s  soccer  team  peaked  at  the  right  time  to  win  the 
Commonwealth  Conference  title  and  advance  to  the  NCAA 
Division  III  tournament  for  the  second  time  in  three  years.  The 
Blue  Jays  finished  the  season  11-5-3  overall.  Going  just  3-3-1 
in  conference  play  during  the  regular  season,  Elizabethtown  was 
forced  to  play  on  the  road  during  the  post-season.  The  team’s 
first-round  opponent  was  defending  national  champion  Messiah, 
which  had  not  lost  a game  since  being  defeated  by  the  Blue  Jays 
in  the  2004  conference  championship.  Just  four  minutes  into  the 
match,  Michael  Terry  ’08  scored  the  game’s  only  goal  off  a Wes 
Bunting  ’09  assist.  The  upset  placed  Elizabethtown  in  the  confer- 
ence championship  game  and  gave  head  coach  Skip  Roderick  ’74 
his  400th  career  win.  In  the  conference  championship  game,  the 
Blue  Jays  downed  Susquehanna  2-0  to  clinch  an  NCAA  tourna- 
ment berth.  In  the  first  round  of  the  NCAA  tournament,  Eliza- 
bethtown tied  Hobart  0-0  through  110  minutes  to  force  the 
game  into  penalty  kicks,  after  which  Hobart  advanced.  At  season’s 
close,  Terry  and  Bunting  were  named  to  the  All-Commonwealth 
Conference  First  Team,  while  defender  Brennan  Reichenbach  ’07, 
defender  Rick  Winstanley  ’08  and  goaltender  A.J.  Fleisher  ’07 
were  named  to  the  All-Commonwealth  Conference  Second 
Team.  Bunting  also  was  named  to  the  National  Soccer  Coaches 
Association  of  America  (NSCAA)  All-Mid-Atlantic  Region 
First  Team  and  the  D3kicks.com  All-Mid-Atlantic  Region 
Second  Team. 

Women's  Soccer 

The  women’s  soccer  team  won  its  first  conference  tournament 
since  1998,  advanced  to  the  NCAA  Division  III  tournament  for 
the  first  time  since  2001,  and  reached  the  “Sweet  Sixteen”  of  the 
NCAA  tournament  for  the  first  time  since  1997.  The  Blue  Jays 
finished  2006  with  a 14-5-3  overall  record  and  a national 
ranking  of  18th  in  the  D3kicks.com  poll.  In  the  Commonwealth 
Conference  playoffs,  E-town  knocked  off  Widener  2-0  to 
advance  to  the  conference  championship  game.  There,  the  Blue 
Jays  upset  defending  national  champion  Messiah  1-0  on  the 
road  to  win  the  title  and  clinch  an  NCAA  tournament  berth. 
During  a sub-regional  tournament  hosted  at  Elizabethtown,  the 
team  edged  Richard  Stockton  3-2  in  overtime  and  Montclair 
State  1-0  in  overtime  to  advance  to  the  regionals.  At  the 
regionals,  the  Blue  Jays  fell  on  the  road  to  eventual  Final  Four 
participant  Virginia  Wesleyan  1-0.  Five  Blue  Jays — forward

Emily  Gunter  ’08,  defender  Dana  Moyer  ’07  and  forward  Jenna

Women's  Tennis 

During  the  fall,  the  women’s  tennis  team  went  13-2  overall  and 
was  the  Commonwealth  Conference  runner-up.  Three  Blue  Jays 
were  named  to  All-Commonwealth  Conference  teams,  with  Stacy 
Shapiro  ’07  landing  on  the  first  team  and  Heather  Lander  ’07  and 
Emily  Swarr  TO  named  to  the  second  team.  Shapiro  was  named 
the  conference’s  player  of  the  year,  while  Swarr  was  named 
Rookie  of  the  Year.  At  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  Collegiate 
Athletic  Corporation  (MASCAC)  Individual  Championships, 
Lander  won  the  # 5 singles  title  for  the  third  year  in  a row,  Shapiro 
and  Emma  Smith  ’08  won  the  #1  doubles  title,  and  Swarr  and 
Alice  Yu  ’09  won  the  #2  doubles  championship.  Also,  Shapiro 
was  the  MASCAC  runner-up  at  #1  singles,  Smith  was  the 
runner-up  at  #1  singles, 

Swarr  was  the  runner-up  at 
#3  singles,  and  Lander  and 
Jessica  Russell  TO  were  the 
runners-up  at  #3  doubles. 

During  the  season,  Lander — 
who  was  named  2006 
MASCAC  Scholar- Athlete 
for  women’s  tennis — set  new 
College  win  records  for  career 
singles  (64),  doubles  (60) 
and  combined  victories  ( 1 24). 

Also,  Shapiro  became  the 
third  E-town  player  in  the 
last  two  years  to  reach  the 
100  combined  career-win 
plateau.

The  volleyball  team  finished  with  a 26-7  overall  record,  the  program’s  highest  win 
total  since  1995  and  best  winning  percentage  since  1986.  The  Blue  Jays  also  finished 
as  Commonwealth  Conference  runners-up.  Two  Blue  Jays — middle  hitter  Kelly 
Downs  '08  and  outside  hitter  Ashley  Whitmarsh  ’08 — were  named  to  All- 
Commonwealth  Conference  teams,  with  Downs  earning  a first  team  berth  and 
Whitmarsh  earning  a spot  on  the  second  team.  During  the  season,  head  coach

Reflections  on  Nickel  Mines: 


n early  October  2006,  International  headlines 
carried  the  news  of  the  killings  of  five  children 
and  the  shooting  of  five  others  at  an  Amish  school 
in  Nickel  Mines,  Pa.  The  coverage  was  filled  with 
the  smallest  details  about  the  disturbed  gunman 
Charles  Carl  Roberts  IV  and  the  shocking  school- 
house  massacre.  From  the  chaos,  unexpected 
heroes— with  their  steadying  command,  quick- 
thinking  bravery,  and  forgiveness  in  the  face  of 
unspeakable  violation — helped  provide  a measure 
of  closure  for  the  nation.

One  of  those  heroes,  Colonel  Jeffrey  Miller — 
Pennsylvania  State  Police  Commissioner  and  a 
1995  graduate  of  Elizabethtown  College’s  Center  for 
Continuing  Education  and  Distance  Learning — took 
center  stage  as  the  official  spokesperson  for  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania.  Miller’s  crisis  response  is  credited 
with  restoring  order  and  protecting  the  Amish  commu- 
nity— both  fiercely  private  and  grieving  its  loss — from 
being  further  victimized  by  the  tragedy. 

Recently,  Miller  reflected  on  the  lessons  of  Nickel  Mines 
and  more  broadly  on  the  priorities  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Police  in  protecting  the  residents  of  the  commonwealth. 

Dealing  with  the  Unanswerable 

October  2 should  have  been  an  uneventful  day  for  Miller. 
Attending  a National  Highway  Transportation  Safety 
Administration  conference  at  the  University  of  Maryland,  he 
was  slated  to  address  a group  of  regional  police  officers  about 
a program  designed  to  address  aggressive  driving.  The  first  of 
several  messages  about  Nickel  Mines  came  into  his  Blackberry 
at  about  1 1:20  a.m.  After  a 30-minute  ride  in  a Maryland  State 
Police  helicopter,  Miller  arrived  at  the  schoolhouse. 

Etched  forever  in  his  memory  of  that  day  are  the  images  of 
the  blood-covered  clothing  of  his  officers  who  helped  triage  the 
young  victims.  “You  see  a lot  of  things  in  this  line  of  work,  but 
this  was  on  so  many  levels  so  very  sad,”  recalls  Miller.  “You  just 
can’t  make  any  sense  of  it — why  somebody  would  victimize 
these  children  and  steal  their  future  . . . and  steal  them  from 
their  families.” 


In  retrospect,  Miller  believes  that  the  troopers  on  the  scene 
did  everything  they  could  to  save  lives.  “I  think  that  Roberts’ 
intent  was  to  kill  the  other  children  before  killing  himself,” 

Miller  reflects.  “I  credit  the  teacher,  Emma  Zook,  and  the  troopers 
for  preventing  this  from  being  worse  than  it  was.” 

Although  Miller  answered  thousands  of  inquiries  in  the 
days  following  the  tragedy,  the  most  fundamental  questions 
about  the  gunman’s  motivations  remain  today  unanswered  and 
unanswerable.  As  the  father  of  two  daughters  similar  in  age  to 
the  Amish  schoolgirls,  Miller  faced  some  of  the  most  difficult 
questions  at  home. 

“It’s  normal  for  kids  to  be  apprehensive  when  they  see 
something  like  this,”  recalls  Miller,  when  asked  about  his 
daughters’  reaction  to  the  news.  The  questions  his  daughters 
asked — filled  with  whys — were  much  like  those  being  asked 
of  parents  nationwide. 

“As  a parent,  I just  tried  to  reassure  them  that  they  were  safe 
at  school,”  says  Miller.  “I  wanted  them  to  know  that  adults  in  our 
community — parents,  teachers  and  police — are  paying  attention 
to  what’s  going  on.” 


A Unique  Approach  to  Criminal  Justice 

Elizabethtown  College’s  multidisciplinary7  approach  to  criminal  justice  is  preparing  majors  for  the  evolving  needs  in  the  field. 

Uniquely  coupling  an  understanding  of  criminological  theory  with  a broader  focus  on  areas  such  as  psychology,  social  work  and 
other  disciplines,  the  program  produces  more  versatile  graduates  — professionals  who  are  not  only  focused  on  enforcing  the  law,  but 
also  on  preventing  crime. 

According  to  Assistant  Professor  of  Criminal  Justice  Carolyn  Field,  this  approach  is  “not  just  well-suited  for  future  police  officers, 
but  also  for  those  who  aspire  to  be  criminal  lawyers,  judges,  probation  officers,  or  counselors  of  victims,  witnesses  or  perpetrators 
of  crime.” 

“Our  graduates  understand  that  we  cannot  reduce  crime  unless  we  first  understand  why  people  commit  it,”  explains  Field.  “We 
must  go  to  the  root  of  the  problem  if  we  want  a change  in  terms  of  our  society.”  To  do  that,  the  criminal  justice  program  requires 
classes  on  psychology,  ethics  and  statistics  that  enhance  other  areas  of  understanding  essential  for  the  field. 

According  to  Field,  Elizabethtown’s  criminal  justice  students  often  choose  a second  major,  depending  on  the  field  in  which  they 
want  to  work  after  graduation.  Typically,  second  majors  include  business,  psychology  or  social  work,  through  which  the  students 
develop  a deeper  understanding  of  the  issues  related  to  the  field.  Or,  if  they  plan  to  work  in  urban  areas,  some  will  choose  to  minor 
in  Spanish  because  of  the  growing  Hispanic  population  in  these  locations. 

Field  expects  the  program  to  continue  to  evolve  with  the  changing  face  of  crime.  “Criminal  justice  majors  coming  out  of  college 
today  are  going  to  be  expected  to  know  more  about  forensic  psychology,”  explains  Field.  “They  also  need  to  be  more  technologically 
savvy,  not  only  with  the  Internet  and  computer  skills,  but  also  with  the  use  of  statistics,  crime  mapping  and  forensic  techniques.” 

Launched  in  2000  as  part  of  the  Sociology/Anthropology  Department,  Elizabethtown  College’s  growing  program  now  has  about 
39  criminal  justice  students.

How  Safe  Are  Our  Schools? 

When  asked  about  school  security,  Miller  carefully  points  out 
that  the  statistics  clearly  demonstrate  that  school  is  still  the 
safest  place  for  our  children. 

The  most  recent  report  on  school  safety  issued  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Education  and  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  found 
that  violent  crime  in  schools  — ranging  in  severity  from  robbery 
and  simple  assault  to  murder  and  suicide — has  dropped  from 
48  per  thousand  in  1992  to  28  per  thousand  in  2003.  In  2003, 
students  were  twice  as  likely  to  be  victims  of  serious  violence 
away  from  school  than  in  it.  During  the  2002-2003  school  year, 
there  were  15  student  homicides  and  8 student  suicides  in  the 
nation’s  schools,  which  translates  to  less  than  one  homicide  or 
suicide  per  million  students. 

According  to  Miller,  an  analysis  of  the  events  of  October  2 
provides  few  insights  about  improving  that  impressive  record. 
“You  have  to  recognize  that  the  Amish  schoolhouse  shootings 
were  not  school  violence,”  he  explains.  “Roberts  had  no  con- 
nection to  the  school,  and  for  some  unknown  reason  selected  it 
as  his  personal  crime  scene.” 

Despite  the  limited  connection,  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Police,  at  Miller’s  direction,  took  the  precaution  of  launching  a 
recent  effort  to  review  emergency  protocols  with  school  districts 
under  its  jurisdiction.  “We  are  continuing  to  look  at  what  we  are 
doing  with  the  schools  and  assigning  even  greater  accountability 
to  each  of  our  field  locations  so  that  we  ensure  that  we  are  taking 
proper  steps  to  prevent  school  violence,”  he  states.  “We  are 


working  closely  with  districts  to  ensure  that  there  are  emergency 
plans  in  place  and  that  we  understand  the  layout  of  the  schools.” 

For  those  parents  interested  in  taking  an  active  role  in 
school  safety,  Miller  advises  them  to  work  with  school  officials  to 
ensure  that  simple  steps  are  being  taken,  such  as  ensuring  that 
visitors  are  escorted,  that  there  is  only  one  point  through  which 
to  enter  and  leave  the  school,  and  that  the  school  uses  a creden- 
tialing  system.  “These  precautions  are  not  too  difficult  and  will 
be  a big  step  in  the  right  direction,”  says  Miller.

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Reducing  Crime,  Saving  Lives 
in  Pennsylvania 

For  the  Pennsylvania  State  Police,  addressing  school  violence 
is  just  one  of  several  competing  priorities  for  personnel 
and  resources. 

According  to  Miller,  the  State  Police  rely  on  an  initiative 
called  Problem  Specific  Policing  (PSP)  to  help  with  prioritiza- 
tion of  its  efforts.  “PSP  is  an  incident  analysis  and  police  man- 
agement tool  built  upon  the  premise  that  we  can  prevent  crime 
and  vehicle  crashes  by  using  real-time  data  to  make  informed 
decisions  about  resource  allocation  and  deployment,”  Miller 
explained  in  a 2005  statement  to  members  of  the  Pennsylvania 
General  Assembly. 

“With  PSP,  public  order  is  job  one.  If  you  go  out  after  the 
quality-of-life  offenses,  you  are  going  to  find  offenders  who  are 
carrying  weapons  and  who  are  wanted  for  other  crimes,”  Miller 
says.  “With  this  system,  behavior  changes  because  people  realize 
that  you  are  going  to  enforce  the  law.” 

For  the  coming  fiscal  year,  Pennsylvania  State  Police 
priorities  include  highway  safety  initiatives  that  every  year  save 
a significant  number  of  lives  on  the  commonwealth’s  roadways 
and  working  with  local  municipalities  to  address  rising  violence 
in  urban  areas.  Additionally,  the  organization  will  continue 
its  efforts  to  fully  implement  Megan’s  Law;  to  build  on  the 


Pennsylvania  Criminal  Intelligence  Center  that  Miller  proudly 
calls  one  of  the  three  top  state  centers  of  its  type  in  the  nation; 
to  enhance  its  work  with  DNA;  and  to  continue  Homeland 
Security  implementation. 

“There  are  a lot  of  challenges  out  there,”  says  Miller.  “We 
have  some  great  personnel  who  are  committed  to  ensuring  that 
we  not  only  do  things  right,  but  that  we  maintain  our  leadership 
position  in  law  enforcement  throughout  the  country.”

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Amish  Forgiveness  Touches  the  World

The  blood  was  barely  dry  on  the  floor  of  the  West  Nickel  Mines  School  when  several  Amish  people  sent 
words  of  forgiveness  to  the  family  of  the  killer  who  had  slain  their  children.  Forgiveness  so  quickly  for  such 
a heinous  crime?  The  pundits  and  scholars  of  forgiveness  said  it  was  too  swift,  too  automatic;  forgiveness  only 
comes  at  the  end  of  a long,  painful  journey. 

Forgiveness  eclipsed  the  story  of  slaughter  at  the  Amish  school;  it  trumped  the  violence  and  became  the 
redeeming  narrative  that  captured  the  world’s  attention.  Within  a week  of  the  murders,  Amish  forgiveness  was 
a theme  in  more  than  2,400  news  stories  around  the  world.  The  Washington  Post,  New  York  Times,  USA 
Today,  Newsweek,  NBC  Nightly  News,  CBS  Morning  News,  Larry  King  Live,  Fox  News,  and  dozens  of  other 
media  outlets  heralded  the  forgiving  Amish.  From  the  Christian  Science  Monitor  to  the  Christian  Broad- 
casting  Network,  from  the  Khaleej  Times  (United  Arab  Emirates)  to  Australian  Television,  international 
media  were  opining  on  Amish  forgiveness. 

The  initial  reports  of  forgiveness  were  followed  by  legions  of  commentaries  and  editorials  reflecting  on  the 
virtues  of  forgiveness,  dismissing  it  as  emotionally  unhealthy,  or  asking  what  if  the  United  States  had  responded 
with  forgiveness  to  the  September  1 1 attacks  on  the  World  Trade  Center.  By  October  26,  Google  search 
engines  found  “Amish  forgiveness”  in  2,900  news  stories  around  the  word  and  on  534,000  websites. 

Flow  could  the  Amish  forgive  such  a thing  so  quickly?  Was  it  sincere  or  just  an  empty  gesture?  It  was  more 
than  words.  Fresh  from  the  funerals  where  they  buried  their  own  children,  grieving  Amish  families  attended 
the  burial  of  the  killer  on  Saturday,  October  7.  Of  the  70-some  people  in  attendance,  more  than  half  were 
Amish.  The  Amish  families  greeted  Mrs.  Roberts,  the  wife  of  the  murderer,  and  her  three  children.  But  forgive- 
ness was  more  than  words  and  graveside  presence;  individual  Amish  people  also  contributed  generously  to  a 
fund  for  the  assassin’s  family. 

But  why  did  forgiveness  become  news?  “All  the  religions  teach  it,”  said  a friend,  “but  no  one  does  it.” 
Perhaps  forgiveness  spiraled  into  media  headlines  because  we  were  so  hungry,  so  hopeful  that  something  good 
would  arise  from  this  horrific  story.  Or  perhaps  in  a terror-filled  world,  we  were  desperate  for  a word  that  some- 
where on  this  planet  there  were  still  some  people  who  can  forgive.  Martyr  voices  of  their  Anabaptist  ancestors 

still  ring  loudly  in  Amish  ears  with  the  message  of 
forgiveness  for  those  who  torched  them  at  the  stake 
in  16th-century  Europe.  Forgiveness  is  woven  into 
the  fabric  of  Amish  faith.  And  that  is  why  forgiving 
words  arrived  at  the  killer’s  home  before  the  blood 
had  dried  on  the  schoolhouse  walls.  Such  courage 
to  forgive  jolted  the  watching  world  as  much  as  the 
killing  itself.  Indeed,  the  transforming  power  of 
forgiveness  may  be  the  one  redeeming  story  that 
emerged  from  the  massacre  at  Nickel  Mines.

At  Elizabethtown  College  this  year,  a record  number  of  “Chips 
1 L off  the  old  Block”  are  forging  their  way  through  the  first- 
year  experience.  Chips  are  students  with  a prior  connection  to 
Elizabethtown;  their  parents  went  here,  or  maybe  their  mom 
teaches  here.  They  may  be  carrying  on  a legacy  that  stretches 
through  generations.  They  may  be  known  as  someone’s  sister, 
son  or  daughter;  they  may  already  know  about  Chocolate  Days 
and  Blue  Jays,  but  they  are  finding  their  own  niche  and  making 
their  own  discoveries  at  Elizabethtown.  These  Chips — or 
Legacies,  as  they  are  also  known — are  an  essential  and  fasci- 
nating component  of  the  College  environment. 

Thanks  to  a push  from  the  Office  of  Admissions,  Elizabeth- 
town College  saw  a 55.8  percent  increase  in  enrolled  students  in

this  particular  genre  for  the  2006-2007  academic  year.  “This  is 
the  biggest  jump  in  a long  time,”  says  Paul  Cramer,  vice  president 
for  enrollment,  who  credits  more  aggressive  tactics  for  identifying 
and  reaching  out  to  this  audience  as  the  cause  for  this  surge. 
During  the  enrollment  period,  154  Chips  applied,  and  130  were 
accepted.  Of  those  accepted,  64  deposited,  which  is  higher  than 
the  traditional  yield  rate. 

“It’s  good  news  for  the  College  that  the  alumni  are  so 
interested  in  sending  their  children  here,”  explains  Cramer.  “It’s 
a good  reflection  on  the  value  they  see  in  their  own  education, 
a reflection  of  the  value  of  the  College.” 
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Cramer  is  looking  forward  to  continued  growth  in  this  area. 
“[This  audience]  already  has  a good  hit  information  about 
Elizabethtown,”  says  Cramer.  “That  results  in  a better  fit,  which 
is  what  we  hope  to  achieve  in  admissions.”  One  initiative  from 
which  Cramer  expects  to  reap  rewards  is  the  newly  revitalized 
Admissions  Service  Network.  (See  story  on  page  32.) 

Among  the  Chips  who  feel  at  home  on  the  Elizabethtown 
campus,  several  of  whom  are  profiled  in  this  section,  Rachel 
Witkovsky  arrived  at  Elizabethtown  with  her  roots  already  intact. 
Her  father  and  mother,  David  78  and  Kim  Bartels  Witkovsky  79, 
met  and  fell  in  love  on  Elizabethtown’s  campus.  Rachel’s  mother 
was  friends  with  David’s  sister,  Marlys  Witkovsky  Hershberger  77, 
and  David  and  Marlys’  brother,  Paul  ’8 1 , rounded  out  the  family 
group.  Additionally,  Rachel’s  brother  is  Matt  Witkovsky,  a well- 
known  senior  on  campus. 

Indeed,  the  stories  she  had  heard  and  the  brother  she  had 
visited  colored  Rachel’s  college  search.  “Actually,  at  first  I didn’t 
even  want  to  think  about  other  schools,”  she  says.  “I  thought 
that  since  I was  going  to  end  up  at  E-town,  why  did  I even  need 
to  look  at  other  colleges?” 

Despite  her  gut-feeling  that  she  would  ultimately  choose 
Elizabethtown,  Rachel  did  explore  other  colleges.  When  she 
was  waitlisted  at  the  only  school  that  really  rivaled  E-town  for 
her  affections,  though,  she  thought  happily,  “I’m  destined  to  go 
to  E-town!” 

Her  parents  agree  that  Elizabethtown  offered  the  best  vibe. 
According  to  David,  Elizabethtown  was  clearly  the  friendliest  of 
the  three  schools  Rachel  seriously  considered.  “The  College  was 
so  interested  in  her,”  he  says. 

Cramer  verifies  that  Admissions  pays  special  attention 
to  Chips.  In  the  same  way  they  reach  out  to  other  affinity 
groups,  such  as  student  athletes  or  artists,  Admissions  will 
send  extra  letters  and  make  extra  phone  calls  to  this  audience 
to  express  interest. 

While  Rachel  was  being  courted  by  Elizabethtown,  her 
father  was  having  fun  showing  her  the  ropes  of  his  alma  mater. 
They  attended  an  open  house  and  an  individual  visit  together, 


about  which  David  enthuses,  “It  was  a lot  of  fun,  because  I could 
give  her  a personal  perspective.” 

Rachel’s  parents  met  when  they  were  first-year  students. 
(Their  graduation  years  are  different  because  Kim  stayed  an 
extra  year  after  switching  her  major  to  occupational  therapy.) 
Introduced  by  David’s  sister,  they  began  dating  when  they  were 
juniors.  David  lived  in  Ober  for  the  four  years  that  he  was  a 
student,  and  Kim  lived  in  Schlosser,  which  is  where  Rachel  now 
lives.  When  Kim  toured  the  residence  hall  with  her  daughter  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester,  she  took  the  inevitable  trip 
down  memory  lane. 

“I  told  Rachel,  ‘the  walls  are  the  same  color,  this  is  the  same 
floor,  the  same  bathtub,  everything  is  the  same!”’  Kim  says. 

Rachel  admits  with  a laugh  that  while  her  mother  pointed 
out  fixtures  that  hadn’t  changed  over  the  years,  she  thought  to 
herself,  “I’m  not  sure  if  that’s  a good  thing...”  She  enjoys  the 
connection,  though.  “I  actually  live  down  the  hall  from  one  of 
her  rooms,  which  is  kind  of  fun,”  Rachel  says.

College  has  been  eased  by  the  presence  of  her  brother,  Matt. 

“We  see  each  other  a good  hit,”  she  says,  “It’s  mostly  just  in 
passing,  but  it’s  fun  to  have  a familiar  face.” 

Matt  echoes  the  sentiment,  saying  he’s  glad  to  have  her  here 
and  have  the  opportunity  to  help  her  adjust  to  college  life.  “[It’s 
nice]  knowing  she’s  doing  okay,”  he  says. 

He  emphasizes  that  he  hopes  she’ll  find  her  own  niche  at 
the  College,  which  Rachel  affirms.  “I  like  being  ‘Little  Wit,’”  she 
says,  “but  sometimes  I wish  I could  just  be  Rachel.  It’s  nice  that 
[Matt  is]  a senior — we  have  a year  together,  and  he  can  help  me 
kick  start  my  college  career,  but  then  I can  go  on  my  own.” 

So  far,  both  of  the  younger  Witkovskys  seem  to  he  following 
the  lead  of  their  parents,  who  were  very  involved  on  campus. 
During  his  time  here,  Matt  has  enjoyed  an  assortment  of  extra- 
curricular activities  and  has  forged  meaningful  friendships  with 
the  members  of  Phalanx.  “It  was  easy  for  me  to  fit  in  on  campus 
and  get  involved,”  he  says. 

In  addition  to  working  in  Dining  Services,  Rachel  is  a 
member  of  the  Step  Team,  S.W.E.E.T.,  and  women’s  choir.  As 
a potential  English  and  theatre  double  major,  she  loves  the 


liberal  arts  environment,  and  with  a Brethren  upbringing,  she 
also  appreciates  the  historical  aspects  of  Elizabethtown  College. 

While  their  kids  relish  the  Elizabethtown  experience — with 
Matt  preparing  his  farewell  and  Rachel  just  beginning — David 
and  Kim  take  pleasure  in  knowing  the  two  are  getting  a 
valuable  education. 

“I  think  E-town  offers  the  kind  of  well-rounded  education 
we  tried  to  [encourage]  as  they  were  growing  up,”  David  says. 
“We  trust  that  E-town  will  instill  the  values  we  hold.”  Kim 
agrees,  saying,  “There’s  a continuous  nurturing  and  supportive 
environment  there.”

Connecting  Alumni  and  Friends 


Admissions  Service  Network: 
with  Elizabethtown's  Future

When  Jeremy  Ebersole  ’05  joined  Elizabethtown  College’s 
staff  as  an  admissions  counselor  in  June  2006,  his  first 
task  was  to  revitalize  what  had  been  known  as  the  Alumni 
Admissions  Volunteers,  a program  that  connected  members 
of  the  College  community  with  prospective  students. 

While  the  program  existed  prior  to  2002,  says  Ebersole,  it 
was  never  really  used  to  its  full  advantage.  It  dissolved  in  2002 
but  was  reborn  in  July  2006  as  the  Admissions  Service  Network 
(ASN)  after  Vice  President  for  Enrollment  Paul  Cramer  gave  the 
network’s  reins  to  Ebersole.  Since  then,  the  ASN  has  blossomed 
into  a fully  established  and  successful  program. 

“The  ASN  is  a new  opportunity  that  allows  alumni, 
parents  of  current  students,  and  friends  of  the  College  to  take 
an  active  part  in  the  efforts  of  the  Office  of  Admissions,” 
explains  Ebersole.  Currently,  the  network  is  comprised  of  50 
alumni  and  five  friends  of  the  College,  who  support  the  College’s 
recruitment  efforts  by  attending  college  fairs  and  reaching  out 
to  admitted  students  in  their  zip  code.  “It’s  not  a big  commit- 


ment,” Ebersole  says.  “Volunteers  can  do  as  little  or  as  much  as 
they  want.” 

Before  they  get  to  work,  volunteers  are  given  a crash-course 
in  admissions  counseling  in  a one-hour  training  session  with 
Ebersole.  He  reviews  the  proper  college  fair  etiquette  and  goes 
over  comprehensive  information  about  the  College  so  that 
the  volunteers  are  thoroughly  equipped  to  answer  prospective 
students’  questions. 

This  past  fall,  members  of  the  ASN  covered  15  college 
fairs,  and  this  spring,  they  will  start  contacting  admitted 
students  to  answer  any  questions  they  may  have  about  Elizabeth- 
town. Ebersole  explains  that  each  ASN  member  will  receive 
contacts  in  their  local  area,  giving  the  students  an  immediate 
personal  connection  to  the  College.  As  part  of  the  training, 
Ebersole  tells  the  alumni,  “[Making  phone  calls]  sounds  intimi- 
dating, but  it’s  really  nothing  more  than  having  a conversation 
with  a young  man  or  woman  eager  to  get  as  much  out  of  a 
college  experience  as  you  did.”

Celebrating  an  Ebersole  Family  Tradition 


During  the  2006  holiday  season, 
three  generations  of  the  family  of 
Dr.  Harold  ’50  and  Beulah  Bamthouse 
Ebersole  ’49  stopped  for  a moment  to 
reminisce  about  their  connections  with 
Elizabethtown  College.  Stories  like  theirs 
— filled  with  laughter  and  tales  of  chance 
meetings  — are  becoming  more  common 
as  the  choice  to  attend  Elizabethtown 
College  becomes  an  increasingly 
family  tradition. 

Almost  60  years  ago,  the  romance 
between  Harold  Ebersole  and  Beulah 
Bamthouse  began  on  a snowy  ride  home 
from  a choral  performance.  The  drive 
took  somewhat  longer  than  expected 
when  the  car  in  which  they  were  riding 
became  stuck  in  the  snow.  Tired  from  the 
long  day,  Beulah  drifted  off  to  sleep  on 
Harold’s  shoulder.

Extending  the  Alumni  Council's  Reach 


With  the  ceremonial  passing  of  the  gavel,  Don  Fulton  73  began  his  term  as 

president  of  the  Elizabethtown  College  Alumni  Council  at  the  organization’s 
February  10  meeting.  Fulton  has  been  actively  involved  with  the  council  for  a 
dozen  years.  He  assumed  responsibility  for  the  organization  from  John  Baxter  ’91, 
who  just  concluded  a two-year  term  as  Council  president. 

Crediting  Baxter  with  increasing  the  Council’s  image  and  involvement  in 
College  life,  Fulton  hopes  to  continue  this  momentum  during  his  term.  “Under

When  Katharine  Moser’s  grandfather  was  diagnosed  in  1985,  Huntington’s 
disease  (HD)  became  an  unspoken  reality  for  the  Elizabethtown  College 
alumna  and  her  family. 

“In  the  past,  HD  was  a secret  disease,”  she  says.  “We  knew  we  had  it,  but  it 
wasn’t  something  you  talked  about.”  It  was  in  this  silence,  though,  that  Moser 
found  her  voice — a voice  today  that  is  increasing  awareness,  raising  funds,  and 
offering  hope  to  those  who  face  this  hereditary  disorder.  In  recognition  of 
her  spirited  fight,  the  New  York  Metro  Area  Huntington’s  Disease  Society  of 
America  recently  presented  Moser  with  its  2006  Giving  a Voice  to  HD  Award. 

According  to  the  National  Institute  of  Neurological  Disorders  and  Stroke, 
HD  “results  from  the  genetically  programmed  degeneration”  of  cells  in  the  brain. 
Passed  from  generation  to  generation,  this  disorder  causes  progressively  worsening 
symptoms,  including  uncontrolled  movements,  loss  of  intellectual  faculties,  and 
emotional  disturbance.  Currently,  there  is  no  cure  for  HD — only  medication  that 
helps  control  its  physical  and  mental  effects. 

As  Moser  watched  her  grandfather’s  slow  decline,  she  realized  that  the 
silence  surrounding  HD  is  what  most  hampers  the  fight  against  the  disease.  “If  no 
one  knows  what  the  disease  is,  who  is  going  to  help  support  a cure?”  she  asks. 

As  a student  at  Elizabethtown  College,  she  began  her  one-woman  campaign 
against  the  disorder.  What  started  as  small  fundraisers  in  college  now  has  blos- 
somed into  a life  centered  around  providing  hope  to  others.  A skilled  occupational 
therapist,  Moser  currently  works  with  patients  with  HD  at  the  Terence  Cardinal 
Cook  Health  Care  Center,  the  same  facility  in  which  her  grandfather  lived 
during  the  last  10  years  of  his  life.  In  addition  to  working  with  patients,  she  also 
routinely  counsels  families  about  the  disease.  Moser  says  that  her  own  HD  diag- 
nosis offers  the  families  comfort. 

“It’s  not  the  easiest  thing,  facing  my  future  every  day,”  she  says.  “It  helps, 
though,  because  to  them  I’m  not  just  staff,  I’m  family.” 

The  voice  that  she  uses  daily  on  the  job  rings  out  through  her  volunteer 
efforts,  which  include  speaking  to  community  organizations,  training  medical 
students  about  occupational  therapy  and  physical  therapy  techniques  for  working 
with  patients  with  HD,  and  continuing  her  fundraising  efforts  ranging  from 
Hoola  Hoopathons  to  homemade  dessert  auctions.  She  even  is  reaching  out  to 
the  next  generation  by  authoring  a children’s  book  on  HD.  “I  want  the  children 
in  my  life  to  understand  this  disease  and  not  to  be  afraid,”  she  explains..
